There is room for the suspicion that the 
exodus of 500 or more young women from 
Kansas to accept domestic service in Chi- 
cago involves a significance which is not yet 
fully understood by the public. While the 
women of Kansas are not lacking in thrift, 
and are never averse to improving their 
financial condition, it is inconcetvyable that 
a mere matter of a dollar or two a week 
should induce a whole army of cooks and 
housemaids to leave a place so favored by 
Providence as Kansas to endure the climatic 
caprices which prevail in Chicago at all 
seasons of the year, and notably in the 
autumn and winter. 

The movement has assumed alarming pro- 
portions at Topeka, but the magnitude of 
the hegira is not explained even by the care- 
ful economies which are practiced in that 
town by persons who are forehanded enough 
to hire household servants.

ANTI-STRIKE MEETING TODAY. 


New Builders’ Organization Will Hold 
Its First Business Session—To En- 
list the Labor Element. 


The builders composing the organization 
recently formed to prevent strikes and labor 
difficulties in the building interests of Chi- 
cago will hold their initial business meeting 
this afternoon in the rooms of the Masons’ 
and Builders’ association, 92 La Salle street. 
The purpose of the meeting, it is announced, 
will be to take such action as will tend to 
enlist the labor element in the movement 
and to offer some remedy for the friction 
between builders and labor unions. The 
promoters of the organization affirm that 
within a short time a system of arbitration 
and conciliation will be in force in Chicago 
that will permanently obviate strikes.

The call for 
better horses is not merely local, but extends 
throughout the United States. Chicago is 
the center of the horse trade, and sells to all 
parts of the world. More than 100 have 
been sent from Chicago to Europe’ this 
month: Acccrding to dealers the conditions 


in the market are expected to improve in. 


coming years, and such a thing as the so- 
called horseless age becoming a reality 
is laughed at. 


F. J. Berry Says Market Is Strong. 

“ Ever since 1897 there has been a general 
and gradual increase in the demand for 
horses and the prices of the same,“ said 
Frank J. Berry, one of the horse dealers at 
the yard. There has been no boom, but 
the conditions have not been so encouraging 
for forty years. At the present time the 
market is strong, in fact, stronger than ever 
before in the early fall. The prices for coach 
and driving horses have increased until they 
are nearly double the amount that could be 
obtained in 1804. The prices paid for heavy 


draft horses also have increased, and for the 


better qualities they are nearly as high as 
were paid in the 8086. The advance has been 
greatest in the higher grades of horses, and 
the higher the grade the more the advance. 
It is safe to say that for all qualities the 
advance in prices has been nearly 100 per 
cent.

The attention of the Judge was called to a 


number of cases decided during the last 
few years in which the right of the railroads 
to refuse to make through tariffs at unsatis- 
factory rates was sustained. They showed’ 
that the same rates to which the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf road wants them 
to become a party for 3,100 miles from New 
York via gulf ports to the Missouri River 
were no higher than the rates that road is 
now making on its own line for a distance 
of 300 miles, and which it*claims are rea- 
sonable. With such through rates in effect 
as the Gulf road was trying to force upon 
them, these roads, it was maintained, instead 
of paying dividends, would not be able to 
earn fixed charges. | 
A delegation of St. Louis merchants at- 
tended and through their attorney protested 
against the discrimination practiced by the 
Gulf road, which they claimed is causing 
serious injury to St. Louis business interests. 
There will be a further hearing in St. Louis 
next Wednesday, when Judge Thayer is ex- 
pected to render his decision in the case.

Milwaukee to Meet Scalpers’ Rates. 
__ Unless steps are immediately taken by the 
Western Passenger association to clear the 
market of cut rate tickets in the hands of 
scalpers the Milwaukee road proposes to 
take steps to meet the cut rates made by 
the scalpers with open rates over its 
counters.

The workmen are in favor of it, belleving 
it will be of the geratest benefit to them.

| interruption of work exceeds four days, oc- 


curring in the course of work to workmen 
or employés in the following occupations: 
Building, workshops, yard work, manufac- 
tories, transportation by land and water, 
shops, mines, quarries, and every operation 
in which. explosive materials are made or 
handled or in which use is made of motor 
power other than that of man or animals. 
If the incapacity is total and permanent a 
pension equal to two-thirds the annual 
wages must be paid. If it is partial, then 
one-half the difference between the old 
wages and the reduced wages it is possible 
to earn must be paid. For temporary in- 
capacity to work one-half the wages re- 
ceived at the time of the accident must be 


paid. 

When the accident ie fatal a life pension 
equal to 20 per cent of the yéarly wages of 
the victim is allotted to his wife. She for- 
feits it if she remarries, but is given three 
times the amount of the annual pension in 
one sum as a final adjustment. When there 
is one child under 16 a pension of 15 per cent 
of the annual wages must be paid; if two 
children, 25 per cent; and if three, 35 per 
cent. When the deceased has neither wife 
nor children, but has dependent parents,

The employers must pay medical and fu- 
neral expenses—the latter not to exceed 
$19.30—as well as the pension or indemnity. 
They can escape paying the expenses of the 
accidents and the temporary indemnities by 
showing that their workmen have joined a 
mutual aid society and that the employers 
have paid not less than one-third the total 
subscriptions. 

It is not strange that the French workmen 
should be pleased with this new law. It puts 
them in a better position, on the average, 
than American workmen, who recover 
heavy indemnities sometimes, but who hand 
over most. of the money to the lawyers. 
But the French employers are disturbed. 

are afraid the law will make workmen 
m careless ahd that indemnity and pen- 
sion charges will be ruinous. It is believed 
that employers will try to protect them- 
selves by giving the preference to unmarried 
workmen and to foreign workmen, especially 
in the border districts.

STEAMER C. W. MOORE SOLD. 


Eugene McKernan’s Boat Purchased by 
a Green Bay Company for the Ore 
Trade —Lake Marine News. 


The steamer C. W. Moore, which has cov- 
ered the Chicago - Waukegan - Kenosha 
freight and passenger run this season under 
the management of Eugene McKernan of 
Chicago, has been sold to a Green Bay com- 
pany to engage in the ore trade and has 
started for Green Bay.

nibuses, The announcement that the new 
combination street car and bus now on 
exhibition at Berlin is to be put into prac- 
tica) operation in Chicago will please every- 
body but the traction companies. Such an 
experiment, with plenty of capital to carry 
it through, can scarcely fail to bring im- 
portant improvements, if it does not en- 
tirely revolutionize the present inadequate 
system of urban transit. If it can once be 
demonstrated that a car propelled by stor- 
age batteries, and running equally well on 
tracks or on smoothly paved streets, is a 
financial and mechanical success it will 
bring a new era in the Chicago street car 
service. The existing companies will make 
no experiments of their own, but they will 
be forced to accept improved methods and 
vehicles whose value can no longer be de- 
nied.

Chicago is fortunate in that it stands at 
point where most of its traction fran- 
chises have but little longer to run. The 
folly of granting fifty-year franchises to the 
old traction companies has grown more ap- 
parent than ever. The companies have 
made no attempt to keep up with the newest 
and best methods. They have trusted to

WHERE CATHOLIC PRELATES DIFFER. 
Archbishop Katzer of Milwaukee says 
he is not in favor of expansion or of the 
retention of the Philippine Islands. Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore has made a formal 
call upon President McKinléy to announce 
that the Catholic Church heartily ap- 
proves of the policy of the administration 
in the Philippines. Of these two oppos- 
ing views that of the Cardinal is the more 
farsighted and should prevail. | 
The representative molders of Roman 
Catholic opinion know that it is much bet- 
ter for their church in the Philippines that 
the Americans should rule than that the 
Filipino insurgents should hold sway. The 
Catholic Church has little to expect from 
the Tagal insurgents. Its local orders in 
the islands have no more bitter enemies 
than Aguinaldo amd his followers. One 
of the primary objects of the rebels was 
to seize church property. For two years 
they have been imprisoning priests and 
subjecting them to all sorts of barbarity. 
They seem to be animated by a feeling 
of ferocious hatred toward the Catholic 
orders. If Aguinaldo were allowed to be 
the master of the Philippines there would 
not be much room for the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy, but if the Americans continue 
in control they will secure to every priest 
the right to go where he pleases and to 
administer the rites of his church. | 
Cardinal Gibbons also assured the Presi- 
dent that his church had no complaint 
to make against the American troops. A 
dispatch from General Otis to the War 
department on this subject gives support 
to the Cardinal’s position. The General 
reports that sixteen churches and three 
convents are occupied by American troops, 
but all except six of these buildings were 
formerly occupied by insurgents. He 
states that all church property has been 
respected and protected. Whatever may 
be the merits of this temporary occupa- 
tion of religious edifices, it is plain that 
the churches and convents are safer in 
the hands of Americans than in those of 
Aguinaldo’s brigands. | 
There will necessarily be changes under 
the American government, for there can 
no longer be any connection between church’ 
and state. The Archbishop of Manila will 
be simply a religious officer and not also 
a civil ruler, as he was under the Spanish 
régime, The friars will no longer be able 
to exercise civil functions as in the past. 
But probably Archbishop Katzer himself 
would be among the first to admit the de- 
sirability of such qa change. The religious 
leaders will have a full and free oppor- 
tunity to devote themselves to their 
legitimate work and to win back the hearts 
of the Filipinos, who are more naturally in- 
clined to the Catholic than to the 
Protestant teachings. In this way they 
can become as influential as before. The 
Archbishop of Manila would not live in 
that city long if Aguinaldo had his way, and 
if the friars ever got out of prison it would 
be to go to the execution block. Cardinal 
Gibbons is farsighted enough to realize 
what American occupation means for his 
church inthe Philippines. It means neta 
freedom and equality before the law.
